Annual  Report  for  I96O0 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  i960. 

The  remarkable  increase  in  population  continued  and  was  the 
largest  in  any  single  year.  The  estimated  population  at  mid-year 
i960  was  28,250,  which  shows  an  increase  of  2,270  compared  with 
mid— year  1959*  The  Preliminary  Report  on  the  1961  Census  shows 
the  population  to  be  30,399  at  that  time.  This  is  an  increase 
of  54 «5 $ the  population  at  the  1951  Census  ( 19,674) » 

increase  in  the  number  of  live— births  has  been  even  more  remarkable. 
There  were  559  live-births  in  i960  compared  with  225  in  1950,  an 
increase  of  approximately  150$.  The  crude  birth-rate  for  i960  is 
19.6  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  6 infant  deaths  in  i960  and  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  10.73  per  1,000  live-births  is  considerably 
below  the  corresponding  rate  of  21.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  9 still-births  compared  with  7 in  1959*  The  still— birth 
rate  is  15.84  per  1,000  live  and  still-births  which  is  less  than 
the  rate  of  19*8  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  281  deaths  at 
all  ages  compared  with  273  in  1959*  Deaths  from  coronary  disease 
and  angina  showed  a sharp  increase  from  41  in  1959  to  63  in  I960. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  coronary  disease 
in  the  last  five  years  as  compared  with  the  preceding  five  years. 
There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  or  from  any 
of  the  commoner  infectious  illnesses.  There  were  11  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  compared  with  7 in  1959  and  11  in 
1958.

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  For  the 
second  successive  year  no  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was 

notified.  This  should  not  give  rise  to  complacency  for  whilst  a high 
proportion  of  children  below  fifteen  years  of  age  have  been  vaccinated 
against  poliomyeilitis  the  response  over  this  age  and  in  particular

in  the  fifteen  to  twenty-five  year  age  groups  has  boon 
disappointing.  Once  again  I aopeal  to  all  under  the  ago  of 
forty  who  have  not  been  protected  against  poliomyelitis  to  act 
at  once  to  remedy  this  serious  omission.  It  is  also  pleasing 
to  note  that  once  again  there  were  no  diphtheria  cases,  but  it 
is  essential  that  the  immunisation  rate  in  children  should  be 
maintained  at  a high  level  if  we  are  to  prevent  a return  of  this 
disease.  A triple  antigen  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  is  now  in  common  use.  In  the  five 
years  1956-61  there  were  41  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified. 

In  the  five  years  1951-55  there  wore  105  cases.  This  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cases  notified  occurred  during  a period  when 
the  percentage  of  children  protected  against  whooping  cough 
had  steadily  risen. 

In  i960  there  were  six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified  for  the  first  time  compared  with  8 in  1959  and  14  in 
1958.  There  were,  however,  18  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
transferred  from  other  districts  and  there  were  also  18  in  1959* 

During  the  year  the  detailed  report  on  the  proposed  No.  1 
Smoke  Control  Area  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee.  The 
Committee  gave  very  careful  consideration  to  the  report  and  to 
all  its  implications.  It  was  decided  to  make  a Smoke  Control 
Order  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  confirmation.  The  area,  affected  by  this 
Order  is  in  the  North  Eastern  portion  of  the  district  and 
contains  1124  properties. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Merrb'ers  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  theircontinued  support  and  confidence.  I should  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Peacock,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help 
and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to 
colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-operation 
at  all  times.

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Monsall  Hospital  and  also  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority

(iii)  Swimming  Baths. 

The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situate  at 
Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool  both  of  which  are 
open  to  the  Public. 


The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  the  continuous 
filtration  method  of  purification  is  in  operation. 


Visits  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  water  for  chlorination 
and  acidity,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time  of  visit.  The 
Department  has  its  own  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  tests. 
Samples  of  the  bath  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

(iv)  Moveable  Dwellings. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

( v ) Pet_. Animals  Act,  1951. 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  licensed 
to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  conditions  found  were  satisfactory^ 

(vi)  Rodent  Control , 

During  the  year,  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  made  1835  visits  and 
inspections.  In  addition,  242  visits  and  inspections  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  properties  have  been  inspected 
and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered. 
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The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Yforks  and  Depots  were  regularly 
rented,  and  the'  treatment  of  Sewers  in  the  Urban  District  was  again 
carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

With  the  exception  of  some  29  outlying  premises  with  pail 
closets,  all  the  properties  in  the  Urban  District  have  water- closets. 

During  the  post-war  years  the  Council  have  received  the 
whole  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Urban  District.  Soon  after  the  end 
of  the  war  reconstructions  of  sewers  in  the  Hazel  G-rove  drainage  area  and  the 
Bramhall  drainage  area  were  completed  and  then  followed  the  Woodford  sewerage 
scheme  and' the  High  Lane  sewerage  scheme. 

These  extensions  were  designed  to  meet  the  probable  expansion 
of  the  district  for  some  years  to  come,  but  if . development  continues  at  its 
present  rate  there  may  be  need  to  consider  further  extension. 

Recent  extensions  at  the  Offerton  Sewage  Purification  Works 
have  been  completed.  The  capacity  of  the  re-designed  works  should  be 
adequate  to  deal  with  development  within  the  district  during  the  next  ten 
years.  In  addition  sewage  is  received  and  treated  from  a part  of  Marple 
Urban  District  and  part  of  Stockport  County  Borough  where  development  is 
expected  during  the  next  ten  years. 

At  present  and  as  far  as  development  can  be  reasonably 
anticipated  the  provision  of  sev/ers  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  are 
adequate.

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( d)  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations  i960. 

Those  regulations  came  into  force  on  November  1st,  i960,  and 
require  that  all  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  shall  be  sterilised 
before  leaving-  the  slaughterhouse.  If  there  are  no  facilities  for 
sterilising  available  provision  shall  bo  made  for  the  meat  to  bo 
removed  .by  arrangement  with  an  authorised  officer  of  a Local 
Authority  to  a place  where  it  will  be  sterilised  or  destroyed. 
Satisfactory  arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  dealing  with  unfit 
meat  from  slaughterhouses  within  the  Urban  District. 

( e)  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

Section  3 (l)  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act , 1958,  required  Local 
Authorities  to  review  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements 
of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities.  A report  was 
prepared  and  after  consultation  with  interested  parties  was 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The 
report  stated  that  there  are  three  existing  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district  all  of  which  are  expected  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  that  these 
slaughterhouses  would  provide  adequate  facilities  for  present  and 
future  requirements  of  the  district  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen.  The 
recommended  date  for  the  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958  is  January,  1961.  This  Report  has  been  approved 
by  the  Minister.

At  31st  March,  1961,  the  Council  had  five  mechanically-propelled 
vehicles  available  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse. 


The  disposal  of  all  house  and  trade  refuse  is  by  controlled 
tipping  on  a site  belonging  to  Messrs,  J.  and  A.  Jackson  Ltd.,  Brick 
Manufacturers,  off  Tenement  Lane,  Bramhall.  The  site  is  that  of  a 
disused  clay  pit.  The  Tip  is  constantly  inspected  for  likely  infestation 
by  rats,  flies  and  crickets. 

: .Under  the  Scheme  for  'the  provision  and  maintenance  of  dustbins 

throughout  the  District,  the  Council  supplied  a total  of  885  dustbins 
during  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March  1961,  including  2 71  bins  to 
new  properties  and. additional  bins  to  existing  properties  (all  recharged).
